It seems to be in very 
fine condition. I often use some light oil on the surface of coins 
liike this to remove dirt and some corrosion and then gently wipe 
it off with cotton., 

The disk is not a coin and is blistered from the decomposition 
of its soft metal content. You should have the sheet metal tested 
for exact metallic make up. I cannot see the 7 \ on it but there 
would be no such denomination under any money system. It may be 
pewter and probably has no silver in it.

Thank you very much for the copies of the two articles you 
just sent me. I read the first, on the Green family, with 
great interest; but I was riveted to my seat through the 
second. Your article on the leaf prints was fascinating! I 
just wish it had gotten published in a journal focusing on 
bibliography or printing history rather than one from the 
narrower field of numismatics; then I would have seen it 
sooner. Your notes are also valuable, especially the one 
directing me to the 1740 text on The Engraving of Plates on 
Blocks by Funk. 

Clearly my interests are more in the typographic than in the 
numismatic field (though I was an avid coin collector for 
decades). I love the paragraphs in which you reconstruct 
the way the printing was done (page 14). I always wondered 
about plaster as a medium for any of the parts of such a 
process, since the plaster that I know is pretty flimsy or 
brittle.

Could it retain the fine lines needed to do printing of 
strokes as fine as serifs or veins in leaves? I guess so.

Are any of the items shown in the article from your own 
collection? Pretty impressive!

Under these circumstances, I would appreciate it if you would consider 
using my classification for the Fugio cents which is a little fairer 
to me and more accurate.

You have found a misspelling in my May 10, 1780 North Carolina 
listing for which I thank you. A correction has been noted for my 
amendments. 

I enclose photocopies of the two types of $500 bills, one with 
the boxed T and one without it. You will observe that there are 
many differences in these bills. The text on the upper border is 
switched to the left border and visa versa. The upper written 
denomination is of different size and style of type in each of the 
notes as are many other words. In the motto you have already 
noticed DIVITIES differs from DIVITIAE. In the former the P in 
PRETIUM is capitalized whereas in the latter it is not. The right 
border has DOLLARS set quite differently. 

If I were to describe all the differences between many of the 
bills you would not be able to lift the book. 

Both of these notes are quite genuine and I know of no 
counterfeit of the $500 denomination of the issue. 

I appreciate your calling this situation to my attention. I 
hope our paths will cross soon.
